UNSETTLED PRICES.—DULL 
LATION. 

The market was not roused early in the 
week materially by the hardening prices for 
grain, although naturally the conclusion 
would be that if speculators were going more 
extensively into grain, and as based largely 
upon the enormous export dealings in it, and 
the war excitement, that they would spread 
themselves as well ultimately upon provi- 
sions. But there were several days when it 
was almost impossible to bring about im- 
portant speculation in the hog products, and 
while the short interest in them has been 
small, yet there was no disposition to cover 
the contracts despite occasional spells of 
strength. The hog supplies were not of an 
alarmingly large character: they were indeed 
of a more moderate order than in the previous 
week, but the packers in instances on the 
general dullness pushed the prices down of 
the products a little in order to keep the prices 
of hogs easy, although there were some of the 
packers giving the position as much support 
as possible, by reason of a very good cash 
trading. Later in the week the market was 
carried momentarily to a firmer range by the 
excitement growing out of the war talk, and 
especially in its marked effect upon grain, and 
which strengthened the impression that had 
been held that the grain market would likely 
go higher by an influence of that order. There 
is no question but that provisions generally 
would soon find a higher range in the event 
of a breaking out of a war, while little fur- 
ther could be expected from upset financial 
influences as a depressing factor, even tem- 
porarily. But just now there is some depres- 
sion and easier prices. The foreign markets 
have not enlarged their orders in this country 
this week for meats or lard, notwithstanding 
the added cost in getting them forward that 
would follow the breaking out of hostilities 
with Spain, in the higher rates for freight 
room; but they have been quite as free buy- 
ers as latterly. The Continent has been plac- 
ing its supplies freely to consumers, and has 
been a very regular buyer of important quan- 
tities. The United Kingdom markets are get- 
ting, towards the close of the week, more in- 
terest in meats and laru, and as following 
the lull in the Easter holidays. A better busi- 
ness has come from the South to the West, 
and it is expected that next week will give 
much wider demands from that section. The 
hog supplies for the week have not shown 
further loss of weights, but they have indi- 
cated that desirable hogs are not over plenty. 
The city cutters have had a larger business in 
meats, while they have marketed large lots 
of lard to the Havana market, on account of 
three steamers having been put on this week 
in consideration of the enormous quantity of 
miscellaneous freight to go forward. It has 
been a singular circumstance, however, that 
the Havana buying orders have called for 
very few meats, but have been largely for 
lard, corn and flour. The United Kingdom 
markets have bought about 3,000 boxes meats 
on through shipments from the West, while 
they have been more anxious over securing 
supplies of bellies here. 

There has been very strong holding of beef 
by the packers, wlio have the belief that the 
Government wants will be large from this 
along, and that they can be partly indepen- 
dent of quiet English or other demands.

TALLOW.—Affairs have been essentially 
at a standstill this week. Indeed there have 
been now two weeks when trade conditions 
have been of the most unsatisfactory order, 
so far as concerns buying interest from any 
quarter. The English markets are at pres- 
ent tame; all advices thence are that the soap 
trade is dull, and that it is disposed to get 
along for the present on ite holdings of tal- 
low, although by comparison with the aver- 
age season they are moderate. But England 
must further buy here in the near future, yet 
pending a development of demand thence the 
situation is likely to remain dull since the 
home demands are of a moderate order, and 
the usual livelier spring business in the soap 
trade has not as yet made its appearance. 
Meanwhile stocks of city are steadily accu- 
mulating; they are now considerable, with a 
make of 900 hhds. weekly, of which about 
700 hhds. are left after making the contract 
deliveries, while two weeks’ production is es- 
sentially held by the melters, while there are 
other accumulations. There have been at- 
tempts to get England interested at 3 9-16 
for city, but refusals taken at that price have 
not brought a response. There are no open 
bids of even 3% for city, but it is doubtful if 
8% would buy. Thus far there has not been 








a sale of city for several days, and the con- 





tract deliveries of 200 hhds. will go in at 35. 
A late sale was 50 hhds. at 35. The coun- 
try melters are less disposed to sell their pro- 
ductions, and on account of the weakness, 
yet a fair quantity of these country made lots 
are coming along, while they seem to about 
satisfy wants of the home trade; sales for 
the week of 425,000 ID at 34@3%, packages 
free.

WEEKLY REVIEW. 
A WAITING MARKET—STEADY 
9 PRICES HELD. 

It would be impossible to have a calmer 
situation than that prevailing. There is hard- 
ly a ripple of demand, and the traders get to- 
gether only occasionally through the day, or 
are for the most part scattered over the Ex- 
change floor fraternizing with dealers in other 
interests and occupying their time chiefly in 
the discussion of topics other than relating to 
the oil market, yet by compulsion, in the ab- 
sence of any buying interest and the general- 
ly stupid look of trade affairs outside of the 
grain markets. In default of anything better 
to account for the dullness is now, with deal- 
ers, the political situation and possible war, 
while only recently it was easy to place it 
upon the possible action of the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies over an increased duty rate. 
Happily that French body has adjourned 
without taking action on the proposed change 
of the impost rate, while it will not recon- 
vene until after the the summer 
months. So near as we can judge from all 
circumstances, the inclination is to think that 
the indifference over buying on the part of 
the leading foreign market is because of its 
carrying a large stock, and this is brought out 
in the steady offerings in Marseilles at prices 
below those prevailing here. It does not look 
as though Marseilles would become an im- 
portant buyer here in the near future. There 
is no question but that the political excite- 
ment is indirectly and perhaps directly bear- 
ing upon the oil markets and working in some 
degree to its present quiet temper. It has 
lulled the trading in provisions, calmed the 
speculators; yet as these people may feel dis- 
turbed over the possible effects upon the 
money market, there is no reason why they 
should not have confidence, as a war would 
mean higher prices for provisions. The trad- 
ers in cotton oil point to the hog fats as be- 
ing dull, without marked strength in their 
prices, and say there is no reason to expect 
much from cotton oil in consequence, since 
there is no probability of a near increase in 
the consumption of compound lard to start up 
its refiners to taking up the oil. Then the 
soap trade is dull in New York, and has fallen 
off at the West on the conservative operations 
of buyers generally, and there is little desire 
to take the cotton oil, while most of the West- 
ern people have rather full holdings of the oil. 
With all o fthe sluggish demand there is no 
pressure to sell the oil. There is no question 
but that holders are very confident over the 
future. The steamers from the South are 
bringing little forward; at no time has there 
been less oil upon the docks; and the absence 
of these dock lots in any considerable volume 
lends steadiness, since there is avoided the 
pressure that would otherwise come from con- 
signors who would be against placing them in 
store. Then again the largest receivers here 
have less oil in store even than last year, and 
the general stocks are more moderate, while 
they are not pressed for sale in any instance, 
and the belief is that much higher prices must 
come along before the season closes. The 
mills are producing little now outside of the 


close of 





Mississippi Valley. There are larger lines of 
crude held in the Valley than in any other di- 
rection, but there is marked confidence there 
over their holding, and which the Western 
refiners have ascertained in their attempts to 
figure upon them. There is a difference of at 
least %ec., and in most instances of lc. in 
views of buyers and sellers in that direction. 
The New York refiners have been very indif- 
ferent over calling for crude at the near At- 
lantic coast mills; they would not exceed 
14% for the tank crude, and occasionally get 
a small lot at that; 15 would bring out other 
small lots, but to 15% is asked, and it is 
doubtful if any large quantity could be had 
under that. There has been one point as a 
relief from the present inactive conditions of 
demand, and that is a larged amount of the 
oil having shipments on old holdinge here, as 
about 5,000 bbls. have been ordered to two 
vessels this week. The English market holds 
up well, and is having a fair distribution for 
its production, but it could not afford to buy 
here. The Italian markets are holding fair 
quantities, and are inactive here. The Rot- 
terdam market is using a good deal of cotton 
oil on the higher price there for oleo oil, and 
the moderate supply of the latter—in fact, as 
much as the make of butterine will stand, 
but it is not in the market here for the better 
grades, as it is carrying a liberal stock. There 
is a searcity of off-grade yellow here, and 
that class of goods is bringing close to the 
price of prime yellow, with some sales this 
week at a price, which is the best bid as well 
for prime, however the holding of the latter 
usually %4c. higher. There would be demand 
here from speculators in the event of any 
starting up to buoyancy, since all parties re- 
gard the situation as likely to develop better 
features. Crude in barrels in New York is 
very scarce, and would command 19% if 
prime.. Prime yellow here is mostly held at 
22%, where there is a disposition to sell at 
all, and sales of small lots have been made 
at that, although further offered that way at 
the price. Crude in tank cars sold at 145%4@15 
for 4 tanks at the near Atlantic coast sec- 
tions. In Texas 10 tanks have been sold at 
14%. In New York, sales of 225 bbls. crude 
at 194@19%. For refined, prime yellow sold 
at 22@22%, chiefly at 22%, for 900 bbls., in 
lots, and closed at 2214, while 300 bbls. good 
off grade brought 21144@22; also 250 bbls. 
white at 24@2414,. 

Several thousands of barrels, which have 
been held in store, are being shipped this 
week; beyond this there is no export move- 
ment; to-day, Friday, dull conditions continue, 
while the prices are held firmly, with little 
oil to be had on the dock, and the supplies in 
warehouses, by comparison with the average 
seasons, moderate and the belief entertained 
of higher prices before long. The Atlantic 
mills are not offering crude materially, and 
hold at 154%. Crude in barrels, in New York, 
scarce and at 19%. Prime yellow, in New 
York, at 224@22%; small lots offered at 2244.

DALLAS COTTON OIL MARKET. 


Dallas, Texas.—Our cottonseed product 
market this week is without change as to 
prices offered, say 144%46@14%c. for oil and 
$15.50@$15.75 for meal, and sales very light. 
The war news seems to have unsettled the 
markets so that neigther buyers nor sellers 
are inclined to undertake any transactions 
of importance, 

I find there are only some one-half dozen 
mills yet crushing in Texas, which materially 
curtails the quantity of oil yet to be disposed 
of, and, if war is avoided, should strengthen 
the market and improve it. 


CAKE AND MEAL. 


In New Orleans the market for cottonseed 
products is quiet, with a limited demand for 
oil, and values about steady. Meal and cake 
are being exported, and prices rule about 
steady, with no urgent demand. Receivers’

A cold storage 
plant will be established. 

—The Canadian Government, through the 
Agricultural Department, is endeavoring to 
increase the building of cold storage houses 
in connection with creameries, and offers as 
an inducement a bonus of $50 toward the 
construction of each suitable storage house 
and $25 a year for two years thereafter. 
These houses are to be built in accordance 
with plans supplied by the Department in a 
book entitled: “Hints and _ Instructions 
Respecting Cold Storage for Creameries.”

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THE INSPECTION OF MEATS FOR 
ANIMAL PARASITES.—}. 
By CH. WARDELL STILES, PH, D. 
**A well regulated system of slaughter houses is 


as necessary to public health as is a well regulated 
system of schools to public education.” 
GENPRAL METHODS FOR THE PRE- 
VENTION OF PARASITIC DIS- 
EASES. 

Under the subject of prevention there will 
here be considered chiefly those rules which 
apply to the parasites discussed in this paper. 
The methods of prevention naturally fall un- 
der several heads: 

(1) Segregation of Slaughter Houses.—The 
first and most important step to be taken in 
order to prevent the spread of parasitic dis- 
eases is to segregate the slaughter houses. In 
many places, especially in the West, we find 
two, three, four, or even five small slaughter 
houses on the outskirts of a town of 300 to 
2.500 inhabitants. Those slaughtering places 
are seattered north, east, south and west of 
the town; as they are often outside of the 
corporation limits, they do not come under the 
direct control of the board of health; 
few, if any, of the State boards pay any at- 


local 


tention to them, and as a result the meat sup- 
ply is often without sanitary supervision. 
The general rule may laid down that 
every slaughter house is a center of infection 
for the surrounding neighborhood, not only of 
diseases caused by animal parasites, but also 


be 


of other diseases, such as hog cholera, swine- 
plague, tuberculosis, ete. The first step to be 
taken to reduce the number of 
localities which infection may spread, 
namely, to compel all the butchers of a town 
to do all of their killing at the same slaughter 
house,

If the slaughtering is all done at one 
place, it is comparatively easy to control the 
of animals but when numerous 
slaughter houses exist, it is practically im- 
possible to supervise the premises, 

In many European cities and towns the 
slaughter house is built at either municipal 
expense or by a stock company, and stalls are 
let to the butchers for killing purposes. This 
plan has been found very satisfactory. 

The places of slaughtering should be built 
of some more durable brick, 
rather than wood; the wood used the 
easier it is to keep the place clean. Even the 
floors should, if possible, be of brick, stone or 
asphalt,

Supervision of Slaughter 
There should be a competent veter- 
inary inspector appointed as director of every 
slaughter house, with assistants if necessary. 
It should be the duty of the director and his 
assistants to see that the stalls and grounds 
are kept in proper sanitary condition, and 
that the offal is properly disposed of. In 
small towns, where there is not enough offal 
to pay for preparing it as fertilizer, there 
seems to be no valid sanitary objection to 
feeding the offal of healthy cattle and sheep 
to hogs; but offal of hogs should under no 
circumstances be fed to other hogs, unless it 
is first thoroughly cooked. 

(3) Meat Inspection.—There should be a 
regular inspection, by a complete veterinarian, 
of all meats before they are allowed to leave 
the slaughter house. 

(4) Dogs and Rats.—Dogs should be ex- 
cluded from slaughter houses and meat shops, 
and all stray and ownerless dogs should be 
killed, This will prevent the spread of a num- 
ber of dangerous parasites. Rats are com- 
mon factors in spreading diseases from 
slaughter houses, although they do not come 
into consideration in connection with any of 
the parasites discussed in this report. 

(5) The Raising of Hogs and other Animals 
at Slaughter Houses.—This is a custom which 


cannot be too severely condemned, and the 
farmer who grants to a butcher the privilege 
of slaughtering on his farm in exchange for 
the use of the offal as feed simply bids for 
disease, 

(6) Deserted Premises.—In the segregation 
of slaughter houses, which must come sooner 
or later, care should be taken to properly dis- 
pose of the houses which are deserted; an at- 
tempt should be made to kill the rats on the 
deserted premises, in order to prevent their 
spreading disease by wandering to neighbor- 
ing farms, ete. 

(7) Domesticated Animals,—These must not 
allowed to human excreta or to 
water supply contaminated by drainage from 
privies, vaults, ete. 

TREATMENT.* 

The treatment of the verminous diseases of 
cattle, sheep, and swine, discussed in this re- 
port, may be summed up in two rules: 

(1) The treatment for the larval tapeworms 
and the liver flukes must be preventive, as no 
medicinal treatment known is satisfactory. 

(2) The treatment for the adult tapeworms 
and the intestinal flukes should be medicinal, 
as this is effective, and the life history of 
most of these worms still being problematical, 
we have no satisfactory data upon which to 
base preventive measures, 

[Note.—In connection with the treatment 
of disease, I would call the attention of 
veterinarians to the necessity of not forget- 
ting that a prescription written in one coun- 
try does not mean the same in all countries, 
In dealing with pounds, ounces and grains the 
apothecaries’ weight, United States, agrees 
with the imperial standard troy, but many of 
the articles used in dosing large herds are 
purchased at avoirdupois weight. The apo- 
theearies’, United States, and the imperial 
liquid measures do not agree, a point which 
should be borne in mind in utilizing English 
formulz in this country. Have not many ac- 
cidents occurred because English formulze 
were taken and the fact overlooked that the 
English gallon is one-fifth larger than the 
United States gallon? Hutcheon’s wire-worm 
treatment, if adopted in this country without 
making due allowance for the difference in 
the size of the gallon, would probably result 
in heavy losses to the sheep owner. ]

POLISHING PASTES. 


The following recipes are recommended: (1) 
Five parts of yellow vaseline or hog fat are 
melted and incorporated with one part of 
English red. (2) Four parts of strong mineral 
oil (Russian or American) are warmed along 
with one part of hog fat and stirred up with 
five parts of English red. (3) Two parts of 
vaseline and two parts of palm oil, melted and 
mixed with one part of iron oxide, four-fifths 
part of tripoli and one twenty-fifth part of 
oxalic acid by stirring. (4) Fifty-four parts 
of fatty acid, thirty-six parts of powdered 
pumice and 10 parts of English red. Perfume 
all with mirbane oil. 











ICE COMBINE IN CHICAGO. 


All arrangements for the combination of 
the Chicago ice companies have been prac- 
tically completed. It includes about thirty 
of the local companies handling natural ice, 
and will operate under the charter of the 
Knickerbocker Ice Company. The Consum- 
ers’ Company, handling artificial ice, is not 
included in the deal. The capital stock of the 
old Knickerbocker Company has been in- 
creased from $500,000 to $3,000,000, and $2,- 
500,000 5 per cent., thirty-year, first-mortgage 
gold bonds will be issued. Of these $500,000 
will be retained in the treasury of the com- 
pany, bringing the capitalization up to $5,- 
000,000. 

An election of officers was held receitly 
and resulted as follows: J. 8. Field, former 
vice-president of the Knickerbocker Co., 
president; Christian Kurz, of Kurz & Hagle 
Ice Co., vice-president; John B. Hess, of the 
Washington Ice Co., second vice-president; 
J. H. Williams, of the Washington Co., sec- 
retary; C. B. Shedd, of the Knickerbocker 
Co., treasurer. E. A. Shedd, former presi- 
dent of the Knickerbocker Co., retired from 
active participation in the affairs of the com- 
pany, because of his extensive banking in- 
terests. He will still have an important part 
in the new company’s supervision as chair- 
man of the finance committee. 

The officers of the new company were reti- 
cent about disclosing the names of the com- 
panies who have entered into the new com- 
pany. Mr. Field said that no doubt all of 
them would get into line in the next few 
days, and everything be in readiness for the 
new company to start in fall operation by 
April 15. 

The interests involved in the new enter- 
prise are extensive. The Chicago real estate 
holdings of the companies alone in Chicago 
are valued at $2,000,000, or equal to the 
face value of the immediate bond issue. This 
includes forty-one plants in Chicago for hand- 
ling ice and eighty-one plants in the neigh- 
boring country. In the out-of-town real es- 
tate is included the ice privileges on all the 
desirable lakes in Wisconsin and Indiana. 
These holdings range from three to thirty 
acres, and cover in all 2,300 acres. The com- 
pany has on hand for this season’s business 
1,500,000 tons of stored ice. The personal 
property is valued at $650,000, and includes 
1,200 horses, 800 wagons, 200 railroad cars, 
thirty-five miles of railroad switch tracks, be- 
sides machinery, tools, and other equipment. 

All the property of the companies has been 
turned over free of incumbrances, and the 
bonds are secured by a first lien on the real 
estate. The Chicago Title and Trust Com- 
pany is trustee, It will act as agent in the 
settlements between the old companies and 
the new one in the turning over of the dif- 
ferent properties and the issuing of securities 
for them. There are no promoters’ profits 
in the deal, and no outside capital comes into 
it. The proprietors of the old companies will 
get their allottments of stocks and bonds, 
and can sell or keep them, as they wish. The 
new company starts in a clean financial con- 
dition, with but $100,000 fixed charges and 
$500,000 bonds in its treasury. 





* The shipment of New Mexico lambs last 
year to Northern Colorado feeding and fat- 
tening stations was about 75,000, and this 
year’s shipments will approximate the fig- 
ures of 1897.

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ENGLISH VERSUS AMERICAN 
HEREFORDS. 


Mr. Alvin H. Sanders, in an introduction to 
the catalogue of the sale of Hereford cattle 
at Sunny Slope Farm, Emporia, Kan., U. S. 
A., recently makes the following interesting 
remarks :— 

We cannot all cross the Atlantic to study 
the white-faced herds of historic Hereford- 
shire upon their own rich West of England 
pastures, but through the enterprise and lib- 
erality of the proprietor of Sunny Slope 
American breeders will on March 2 and 3 
have an opportunity of examining, with a 
view towards making selections for their own 
use, a large and well-chosen consignment of 
young cattle from such famous old-world 
stocks as those of A. P. Turner, John Price, 
Stephen Robinson, Ed. Yeld, Messrs. Tudge, 
Heygate, Morris, J. W. Smith, Haywood, 
Bridgford, and others. Many will attend the 
sale with the idea that by comparing the im- 
ported with the home-bred stock they will be 
able to settle in their own minds definitely 
the question as to whether or not England 
has Herefords of any greater value than our 
home-grown specimens; and possibly a few 
words upon this general proposition may as- 
sist somewhat in arriving at a correct com- 
parative estimate. 

After some study of the British breeds on 
their native soil, I have been forced to the 
conclusion that America will never be able to 
declare, with due regard to her own best in- 
terests, her absolute independence of foreign 
herds and flocks in the matter of breeding 
stock belonging to types specially designed 
for the block. I am aware that some who 
fail to approach the subject in an unpre- 
judiced way will enter denial, and others will 
question the patriotism (%) of any American 
making such an assertion; but the student of 
breeding problems regards not geographical 
divisions nor political distinctions in seeking 
for truth. It is indisputable that we are just 
now breeding as good Herefords in this coun- 
try as in England. Our best show cattle are 
probably the equals of the Royal winners; 
but we must remember that we are not yet 
far enough away from Anxiety, the Lord 
Wiltons, The Grove III., Tregrehan, Archi- 
bald, Sir Richard II., and the rest to declare 
with any degree of assurance that we have 
no further need to resort to the fountain 
head. In brief, to come to the gist of the 
matter at once, the full effect of the Amer- 
ican climate and of American feed upon the 
form and character of the Hereford has not 
yet been demonstrated. That climatic condi- 
tions and character of food exercise a power- 
ful ultimate influence upon all animal form is 
an axiom with scientists; and the experience 
of practical breeders bears out the teachings 
of Darwin, Huxley, and Spencer. That the 
Hereford should constitute an exception to 
the rule does not stand to reason. We have 
but to contrast the girths of the Anglo-Sax- 
ons and the American aborigines, or call to 
mind the conventional caricatures of “John 
Bull” and “Brother Jonathan,” to grasp the 
idea in its entirety. Animals are the products 
of their environment. The typical native 
American, free from recent admixture of for- 
eign blood, is lean and of the distinctly nerv- 
ous temperament. Your true Briton is 
brawny, full-blooded, lymphatic, and blessed 
with great assimilative power. The same 
forces that mould form in man affect all ani- 
mal life. To apply the test of actual experi- 
ence to the question in hand we may, in 
studying the Hereford proposition, profit 
some by Shorthorn history. When the 
“white-faces” began their assault upon Short- 
horn power in the Central West some twenty 
years ago, it was predicted that they would 
disappear before many generations. It soon 
became apparent, however, that the home- 








bred stock could not successfully cope with 
the burly-bodied invaders from Hereford- 
shire, and it was only by immediate and per- 
sistent resort to old-country herds that the 
march of the imported Herefords and Angues 
could be impeded. By free use of fresh Brit- 
ish blood Shorthorn breeders were able to 
give their opponents at the shows a Roland 
for every Oliver—a Duke of Richmond for 
an Anxiety, a Young Abbottsburn for an An- 
cient Briton. 


How long even the rugged Hereford can 
withstand our terrific extremes of heat and 
cold, our drought and blizzards, our dry feed, 
corn diet and insect pests, without beginning 
to lose in sappiness and that plethoric habit 
of body so desirable in a butcher’s beast, is 
a question to be tested by the future. We 
know that England, thanks to the Gulf 
Stream, is a paradise for herbivorous ani- 
mals. We know that the climate of Here- 
fordshire, the succulent grasses of the Wye 
and Severn, the cooling influence of a free use 
of roots in the feeding ration, and the skill of 
experienced breeders have given us a race of 
breeding cattle second to none this world has 
ever seen. Every condition there is favorable 
to the production and maintenance of a type. 
We know that we have in America the feed- 
ing ground par excellence of the world— 
cheap grass and oceans of cheap corn—but 
we must realize that the underlying condi- 
tions are working silently, but none the less 
surely, in the direction of ultimate physical 
deterioration. Careful handling can, of 
course, ward off any special loss of breed type 
for some time. But any consideration of the 
question of how to sustain Hereford power 
in the West that fails to take into the cal- 
culation this vital element of modification of 
type through the operation of feed and cli- 
mate may lead to a false conclusion. Occa- 
sional recourse to Herefordshire herds is one 
of the natural safeguards, and if every one 
will bear this fact in mind they will be able 
to form a much more accurate estimate of 
the probable value of these imported cattle 
in our breeding herds than can be formed by 
a mere comparison of individual animals, and 
upon the latter point let us say a word. 

The imported yearlings in this sale have 
been landed in the West in good condition. 
They may therefore be fairly compared with 
animals of like age bred upon the farm. The 
bull calves from Herefordshire, however, with 
all their rich breeding, fine markings, and 
good promise, are entitled to a year’s good 
keep before we enter up our judgment. They 
have been drawn away from their dams, 
pitched and tossed by Atlantic “rollers” over 
3,000 miles of ocean, run through quarantine, 
railroaded 1,500 miles, and put on sale sixty 
days after emerging from this severe ordeal. 
While they have been undergoing this a 
grand yardful of Wild Tom, Archibald, and 
Climax calves at Sunny Slope have wanted 
little from birth that could contribute to 
their proper growth. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Cross has dipped 
deep into the very cream of all the best young 
cattle produced at Sunny Slope during the 
past three years, reserving nothing for him- 
self but what has been required to fill up the 
show herd. Hence he presents it atthis sale 
100 head of picked home-bred cattle that have 
never left the farm upon which they were 
reared. They have had every advantage of 
the imported cattle in point of surroundings 
ealculated to bring them into this sale in 
superior condition, The thoughtful breeder 
who will take this fact into consideration, and 
who will note how quickly the pedigrees of all 
these home-bred Herefords run to cows and 
bulls from over the sea, will not fail to grasp 
the fact that these are matters of deeper im- 
port as affecting real values in this sale than 
mere present conditions. In other words, if 
asked to point out where the bargains are 








= 


most likely to ‘“‘crop out” in this important 
sale, I answer beyond all doubt among the 
imported bull calves. That a year’s feeding 
will develop some real show bulls among them 
may be safely predicted. We have a lively 
recollection of some similar importations of 
Scotch-bred Shorthorn calves subjected to 
similar treatment. Gay Monarch and Baron 
Cruickshank—bulls of international fame now 
in Shorthorn circles—would have attracted 
little attention soon after landing. Mr. Cross 
is giving buyers every advantage in offering 
these valuable calves at this time. Some one 
will “strike it rich” on some of these as sure 
as grass grows and water flows. On that I 
stake my judgment as an observer of the 
development of well-bred imported stock of 
the beef breeds. American feed and English 
blood is the combination that is likely to ad- 
vance Hereford standards still higher during 
the next ten years than in the past. 


TALC AS A FILLING FOR SOAP. 


The varieties of tale, or soapstone, occur- 
ring in nature differ in their chemical compo- 
sition, the chief constituent, magnesium sili- 
cate, being partly replaced in most of them by 
varying quantities of lime, iron, alumina, ete. 
For the soapmaker’s purposes, however, 
purity is an important feature, it being found 
that the best results are obtained from the 
purest tale; and as this characteristic can be 
gauged by the alkalinity of the substance 
when mixed with water a ready meane of de- 
termining the suitability of a sample is thus 
afforded. The best qualities for the purpose 
now in view are obtained from the Steier- 
mark district of Austria, since they contain 
over 92 per cent. of magnesium silicate and 
only traces of iron, lime and alumina. 

The advantages of tale as a filling for soaps 
may be summarized as follows: It increases 
the slipperiness of the soap, and therefore 
does not scratch the skin or weaken textile 
fibers; its alkaline reaction exerts a cleansing 
effect; its assists the soap to shrink uniform- 
ly and thus preserves its shape in drying, and 
being of low specific gravity has a minimum 
tendency to settle down in the semi-fluid soap, 
on which account intimate incorporation with 
the latter is possible without much crutching 
being required. 

For use in soaps made by the cold process 
the finely-powdered tale is thoroughly mixed 
with the fat by stirring, and as it promotes 
the division of the latter it thus facilitates 
the access of and combination with the alkali 
subsequently added, thug shortening the 
process considerably. It is important that 
the tale should be perfectly dry, or it will not 
mix with the fat, but balls and forms lumps 
in the soap. 

In the case of paste soaps (of the Eschweg 
type) the tale to be added is first mixed by 
crutching with its own weight of finished soap 
and then crutched with the bulk of fitted soap 
in the pan. Another plan is to mix the tale 
with boiling water or lye, and then stir into 
the unfitted soap, the latter being then boiled 
down to remove the “touch” until it breaks 
like network, and finally crutched in the 
frame until cooled down to 75° C. Toilet paste 
soap also are treated according to the first- 
named method, but require longer crutching 
to produce the necessary homogenity of tex- 
ture. 

More difficult is the incorporation of tale 
with curd soaps—though the same procedure 
is adopted—it being here necessary to keep 
the soap free from froth in the pan and in the 
frame, otherwise the tale will collect in the 
frothy portions. Crutching must be continued 
in the frame until the soap is cooled down to 
80° C., after which it should be covered up 
and left undisturbed. 

The quantity of tale employed ranges from 
50 to 80 per cent. (of the fat taken) accord- 
ing to the use for which the soap is intended, 


and this quantity can even, in some cases, be 
increased to 100 per cent.

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IMPROVEMENTS AT THE ST. LOUIS 
NATIONAL STOCKYARDS. 


Over $125,000 will be expended by the Na- 
tional Stockyards Association this spring in 
extending and improving the place. It was 
stated recently by Charles T. Jones, the gen- 
eral superintendent, that it was the intention 
of the Stockyards Association to make the 
yards second to none in the country. The im- 
provements to be made embrace in scope, pav- 
ing, building and track laying. The most im- 
portant building will be an addition to the ex- 
change. It will be built on the eastern side 
of the present structure; will be three stories 
in height, and its dimensions will be 48 by 
150 feet. The plans for its erection have al- 
ready been finished, and work will soon be 
started. The building will cost $25,000. The 
lower floor will be used by the Stockyards As- 
sociation for its offices and the second and 
third floors will be rented to commission firms, 
That part of the old building which is at pres- 
ent used for a bank and post office will be 
converted into a big foyer. Another building 
which will be erected will be what is known 
as a double-decker horse barn. This barn will 
cost $20,000, and will be located east of No. 
4 barn. The dimensions of the new barn will 
be 80 by 245 feet and will accommodate 600 
horses. 

The improvements that will be 
made will be in the sewering and paving with 
brick all the pens and alleys in the yards. 
This, it is estimated, will cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $50,000. There are about 75,000 
square yards of pens that will have to be 
bricked. All this will be done within the 
next two months. Work on the sewering has 
already progressed to some extent, and con- 
signments of brick are expected daily. When 
the pens and alleys are bricked and sewered 
they can be kept perfectly clean and will be 
washed down at the close of business each 
day. At present they are either muddy or 
dusty, and it is almost impossible to keep 
them clean. Improvements in the sheds and 
fences are being made daily. The yards have 
received a new 50-ton locomotive, which will 
be used in switching the stock cars around 
the yards. New track is being laid, chutes 
constructed, and, altogether, the appearance 
of the stockyards two months from now will 
be vastly different from what it is to-day.

MEXICAN CATTLE. 


Dr. Charles H. Blemer, an inspector of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, has been sta- 
tioned at El Paso, Texas, for several months 
past making a careful study of the conditions 
of the cattle imported into the United States 
from Mexico. The doctor says large importa- 
tions of these cattle may be looked for with- 
in the next two months. He confidently ex- 
pects that not less than 50,000 head will find 
their way into this country. The activity in 
eattle trading at El Paso was never so great 
as now, and buyers seem anxious to get cat- 
tle and are willing to pay almost any price, 
the recent advance in Texas stock having 
given that distant market an impetus. The 
ranges in the vicinity of El Paso are in ex- 
cellent condition. 

The importations of sheep from Mexico this 
season will be large, exceeding by many thou- 
sands those of former years. One firm alone, 
Mantley & Stockwell, has contracted for 27,- 
765 head of the Mexican product, of which 
over 10,000 have already crossed the border 
into the United States. These sheep will be 
passed over the trail to Las Animas County, 
Col. 

Importations of Mexican cattle for the 
month of March, 1897, were 10,830 head. The 
importations this year will be largely in ex- 
cess of that number for the same period. 





Never in the history of the cattle industry 
in Texas has there been as many cattle mov- 
ing onto the summer ranges in the Indian 
Territory. Every railroad leading into that 
country is taxed to its utmost capacity to 
transport the immense herds to the various 
grazing pastures.

FERTILIZER BROKER.—Your farmer 
friend might try this recipe for his hay field, 
say for 500 pounds of fertilizer: Dissolved 
bone black, 225 Ib; muriate of potash, 250 Ib; 
nitrate of soda, 25 Ib. 

Cc. M. 8., NEW YORK.—For curing hocks 
and feet use 80 degree pickle with 144 pounds 
good coarse sugar and 5 ounces saltpeter per 
100 pounds meat. They may be shipped in 
ten days without changing the pickle. 


OIL MILLER.—We cannot answer your 
question in the limited space at our disposal 
in this column. We would recommend that 
you secure a copy of our book on the “Manu- 
facture of Cottonseed Oil,” in which the pro- 
cess of which you speak is fully described, as 
well as that of other processes all of which 
would be well worth the cost of the book. 

Rk. S. V. P., CALIFORNIA.—In order to 
clear lard, tallow or grease, see that the heat 
in your jacket kettle gets up to about 10 de- 
gress above boiling point. Then let the 
blower agitate 1or about two hours and keep 
up the temperature steady. Afterwards filter, 
and let the stock cool in the receiver. Do not 
draw off until the stock is perfectly cold. 

REFINER.—You have either an _ inade- 
quate supply of catch basins, a careless set of 
tank men or allow your tank water to escape 
at a temperature where grease and water do 
not completely separate. A system of “reeds” 
in the channel through which the tank water 
passes along, with a plentiful supply of cold 
water, would remedy the evil to a great ex- 
tent and reduce the waste to the lowest pos- 
sible quantity. 

E. R. C.—The following will be found to be 
a good cure for tongues. Make a pickle of 
fine salt up to 90 degrees. Pack the tongues 
at 330, and pour over them, dissolved, 18 
ounces saltpeter and 18 ounces sugar, fine, 
then fill up tierce with the 90 degree pickle. 
Must be well rolled for ten to fifteen days. 
Should it benecessary to change pickle owing 
to its being thick and muddy in appearance, 
due to considerable quantities of blood and 
slime adhering to tongues when packed, and 
also to purging in curing, always use pickle 
made exactly the same as in the first instance. 
Tongues under above formula will cure in 20 
to 25 days. Tongues for export are usually 
packed in kegs, and pickle should always be 
changed when shipping. Pickle may be made 
according to formula for tierces. (2) No, in 
our opinion, it would be the most unwise thing 
you could do.

SOAP MAKING. 


No. 89. 
PERFUMED TOILET SOAP. 


While studying last year the mechanical 
transformation undergone by soaps at high 
temperature in order to make them fit for 
perfumery purposes, we promised our readers 
to give them in the columns of this journal a 
few details as to the precautions to be taken 
in using apparatus of considerable first cost, 
which are rapidly and irremediably spoiled by 
unskilful treatment, to say nothing of the 
loss incurred by the soap boiler who has 
turned out a defective article. 

Circumstances beyond our control stopped 
our studies while we were in the middle of 
the crushing process. We had pointed out 
the way in which the milling machines act, 
but had not been able to mention the dangers 
and inconveniences ‘resulting from _ their 
manipulation by unskilled hands. We shall 
now attempt to complete the subject from 
data derived from practical experience. 

In order that the work of the milling ma- 
chine may be taken full advantage of, sev- 
eral conditions are necessary, and these con- 
ditions themselves depend, in the first place, 
on the greater or less dryness of the stuff em- 
ployed; secondly, on the nature and quality 
of the adjuncts which are resorted to to com- 
plete the paste, and which may be divided 
into two perfectly distinct classes, for they 
may even consist entirely of soapy sub- 
stances or may belong to that series of 
bodies which will only impart weight to the 
paste without giving to it any cleansing 
power. The third condition is the amount of 
care bestowed upon the machine by the work- 
man in charge. He must avoid too frequent 
chargings, which are capable of weakening a 
paste and of rendering the final operations of 
moulding very difficult, if not impossible. 
Each charge consists of a fixed quantity of 
soap in shavings, together with the proper 
adjunct, and is repeated as many times as 
may be necessary. 

Hence, before describing the management 
of the milling it will be convenient to ex- 
amine what are the conditions of dryness 
requisite for the matter to be treated, which 
we will suppose consists exclusively of first 
white liquefied soap. If the shavings are not 
dry enough it is evident that during the first 
turns of the crushing cylinders the paste will 
stick to them, thereby making the working 
of the machine too heavy, or even stopping it 
altogether. The belts will slip, and no good 
will be done to a mags already sufficiently ex- 
pensive. It is therefore essential that the 
soapy matter should be sufficiently dry. But 
if, on the contrary, it is too dry, the machine 
will rapidly convert it into a fine powder 
which cannot be reunited, and which there- 
fore is insusceptible of the final moulding. A 
skillful workman must also take notice of the 
fact that during the use of the machine the 
granite cylinders gradually become heated, 
and that this has a tendency to dry the soapy 
mass still further. If it is found that the 
mass is too dry, fresh shavings which have 
not been stoved are added to it, and it is orly 
practical experience which will teach when 
they are necessary, and, if necessary, in 
what quantity. Such addition is furthermore 
ta be avoided as far as possible, for, whatever 








may be done, the uniformity of the paste will 
invariably suffer by such an addition. 

But if the fundamental soap is not destined 
to be employed alone, the question becomes 
still more complicated, and our readers will 
easily understand what care and skill have 
to be exercised by the foreman in order i» 
prevent himself from falling into error one 
way or another. The additions of soups of a 
very pronounced crystalline texture requires 
more moisture than that of a softer rosin 
soap. If, on the other hand, the adjunct is of 
a purely mineral nature, such as tale, which 
is the substance generally employed, the 
shavings may be a little moister without dis- 
advantage, and if use is being made of tie 
fragments of the factory itself it becomes 
difficult to give precise indications. It must 
be left to the foreman to take advantage of 
opportunities for using shavings of greater 
or less dryness. 

Strict adherence to the preceding observa- 
tions will only permit us to employ for 
crushing a material fit for the purpose, aud 
at the end of the mixing it is only necessary 
to weigh out the mass into rectangular 
wooden boxes lined with zine. This last pre- 
caution is necessary in order to facilitate 
cleaning up at each change in the nature of 
the materials to be mixed. If it is a question 
of working up a pure soap without adding 
any adjuncts or colors, nothing more is done 
than to mix with it as much scent as is con- 
sidered necessary, the perfume being dissolved 
in pure rectified spirit, and then to shovel the 
soap into the hoppers. For a soap of this 
kind three passages through the milling ma- 
chine are usually sufficient to give a uniform 
paste without lumps, quite fit for moulding. 
During the first passage the cylinders must 
not be too close together, otherwise the 
larger pieces will accumulate in the hopper 
from which they have then to be dislodged 
by force by means of a wooden knife of spe- 
cial form. 

If, on the contrary, it is a question of a 
composition into which enter one or two ad- 
juncts of a soapy nature or otherwise, as well 
as coloring matter, a larger number of piis- 
sages is almost always, if not quite, always 
indispensable. Hence in this case the scent 
should not be added until there are only two 
more passages to do, for the scents being very 
volatile and expensive, it is well to give them 
as little chance of being evaporated as pos- 
sible. The heating in the milling machine 
renders such evaporation extremely likeiy. 
The steel blade placed behind the fourth cyl- 
inder should be arranged in such a way that, 
while it readily detaches the soap from the 
cylinder, it does not come into actual contact 
with the latter, to its own detriment and that 
of the granite. It is preferable that this blade 
should have a saw-like edge. This causes 
the detached layers to cross one another, 
thereby facilitating their mixture. It is also 
by examining the soaps detached here that 
one judges of its uniformity and consequent- 
ly of the stage at which the operation has ar- 
rived. The grinding must not be carried on 
so rapidly as to produce any undue rise of 
temperature, for that ig injurious to the ma- 
chine as well as to the mass being ground. 
At the same time, if it is worked too slowly 
time is lost, and there is also greater danger 
of the belt slipping. At the same time that 
the fresh shavings are passing through the 
machine any odds and ends and fragments of 
soap should be put in. At the same time the 
proportion of scraps should not exceed 5 per 
cent., or there will be danger of the paste be- 
coming too dry. 

The milling, as we have just said, reduces 
the shavings into extremely thin sheets, 
tinted and perfumed in a uniform manner, 
but these sheets are completely independent 
of one another, and considerable trouble has 
yet to be taken in order to unite them to-

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gether again and to produce a homogeneous 
whole endowed with a certain plasticity. This 
object was formerly arrived at by piling up 
the sheets in a kind of mortar, and amalga- 
gnating them with a wooden pestle having a 
flat, wide head of hard wood. On leaving this 
mortar the mass was rolled by hand on slabs 
of marble into large masses. In this way 5 
or 6 kilogrammes of crushed material can be 
balled up at a time, and a clever and robust 
workman will manage to repeat this opera- 
tion three times a day. Mechanism, however, 
has replaced this hand labor by an apparatus 
which squeezes up the soap into a homogen- 
eous form, driving out all air bubbles and op- 
erating on large quantities at a time. 

These soap squeezere are of various forms, 
and are worked either by steam or by hydrau- 
lic power. Those machines worked by steam 
are used in the majority of modern works, 
and the squeezing and moulding are done in 
one and the same machine, a single manipula- 
tion accomplishing the two phases of the 
traneformation. The productive power of 
these machines is, moveover, almost unlim- 
ited, and a_ single peloteuse-boudineuse 
(squeezer and moulder) will easily keep five 
pressing machines going. Of course, the 
squeezers and mouldere are on different mod- 
els, according to the productive power of 
each works. Some makers give to the cyl- 
inders of their machine the form of an or- 
dinary archimedean screw. The advantage 
of the parabolic bore of the cylinder which is 
made to receive the archimedean screw of 
the same form is, according to the makers, 
that it obviates all hurtful rubbing and all 
unnecessary expense of motive power, because 
by reason of the large diameter that the para- 
bola reserves for this screw under the charg- 
ing hopper the paste is drawn energetically 
and without heating into the cylinder, while 
the heated air escapes out of the hopper. The 
soap paste is squeezed between the threads 
of this screw, which tapers gradually towards 
the mouth of the machine. A circular cham- 
ber surrounds the neck of the cylinder, and a 
stream of cold water circulates in this to pre- 
vent the energetic compression obtained by 
the parabolic ecrew from heating the cylinder 
when the machine is constantly used for some 
time without interruption. The mouthpiece is 
so arranged that it can be warmed with luke- 
warm water in order to bring the soap to a 
rather higher temperature at the moment it 
leaves the machine, and this gives a sort of 
polish to the moulder soap. In order to fa- 
cilitate cleaning and to give accese to the 
interior of the machine a cylinder is fixed on 
a forked lever, which can be pulled forward, 
leaving the screw uncovered. The mechanism 
of the machine is entirely separated from the 
soap by enclosure in a boxing-off arrange- 
ment. 

We need only note that soap milling ma- 
chines are sometimes combined with the pelo- 
teuse-boudineuse, and that these ingenious tri- 
plex machines without doubt have advantage 
of avoiding all manipulation and transport of 
the soap from one machine to the other. In 
our opinion, however, they have several in- 
conveniences, of which the initial price is not 
the least. This is almost prohibitive, except 
in arranging an entirely new works, and even 
with a new plant the least accident to one of 
the numerous parts of so complicated a ma- 
chine stops work altogether for some time, 
whereas when the milling machines are in- 
dependent the necessity of repairing one does 
not, of course, affect the others. Again, with 
a machine of this kind the squeezing machine 
can only use the product of a single milling 
machine, whereas, as we have seen, when 
the machines are separate it can use the prod- 
uct of at least five. 

In describing the peloteuse-boudineuse we 
have spoken of the use of draw-plates of dif- 
ferent calibers. It will easily be understood 


that to give a definite form to the soap paste 
intended to be moulded in the shape of cakes 
of different weights, volumes and forms, it is 
necessary to draw it through draw-plates of 
varied calibers, according as to whether an 
oval or a square cake is needed, and that it 
is difficult to make a cake weighing 50 
grammes at the same time as one weighing 
250. It is therefore necessary that every 
soapmaker should have at his service a series 
of draw-plates of varied form and sections. 

As final advice, we recommend the maker to 
proceed to the squeezing and shaping immedi- 
ately after milling. Too long an interval be- 
tween the two operations dries the paste rap- 
idly, and the squeezing is more difficult when 
the soap is too dry. The greatest possible 
cleanliness is indispensable after each passage 
of a soap mixture through the peloteuse, but 
irregular cakes, as regards color and perfume, 
the milling machines, in which a trial passage 
with a little white soap will also obviate these 
are to be avoided. The same applies to 
defects.—Les Corps Gras. Trans. in Oils, 
Colours and Drysalteries. 





FEEDING STEERS WHILE ON GRASS. 


In the corn belt, the great bulk of cattle 
feeding has been done in the winter ever since 
the country was settled. There have been 
good reasons for fattening cattle in winter in 
preference to summer feeding, for with the 
advent of new corn, a herd of cattle offers 
the readiest means of marketing the crop, 
thereby saving the hauling and at the game 
time retaining the fertility on the farm that 
produced it. As the farmer also had more 
time in the fall and winter to care for stock 
than during the summer, it soon became the 
settled policy to devote the summer to pro- 
ducing and the winter to feeding. The new, 
soft, fresh corn and the pleasant autumn 
weather were also favorable to fattening cat- 
tle, and with straw, hay, oats and corn in 
abundance, the feeder looked forward to sell- 
ing his products to better advantage by con- 
verting his farm into a factory for the man- 
ufacture of beef and pork, rather than sell 
the raw materials. The two or three-year- 
old steer, well fattened, weighing 1,500 
pounds or over, was also in demand, and, if 
well-bred and of individual merit, he could 
be depended upon to top the market, or at 
least get close to it. But a change has taken 
place, and younger and lighter cattle are now 
the favorites, and it is a question whether it 
will not be more profitable to fatten at least 
part of the cattle during the summer, in pref- 
erence to holding for winter feeding, thereby 
making the finished steer that i¢ not now 
wanted and which has become a drug in the 
market. The fattening of cattle on grass 
has many elements in its favor, and having 
tested feeding both in summer and winter, I 
am inclined to believe that the former is the 
more profitable. The weather during the 
summer is pleasant; there is always a dry, 
clean bed for the cattle, and with good pas- 
ture the gain in summer is almost, if not 
fully, as much as can be secured from half 
the amount of grain that is required in win- 
ter. Then, the autumn of the year, or early 
winter, offers a good time for marketing, and 
if prices do not suit, the cattle can be carried 
forward some time without loss, which can- 
not often be done in the spring of the year. 
The low prices prevailing at present for fat 
cattle have induced many feeders and farm- 
ers to hold their steers, and with corn plenty 
and cheap, and the hope of an advance in the 
future, the chances are that many will em- 
bark in the summer feeding without any prac- 
tical knowledge of the business. Having ac- 
quired some experience in fattening cattle on 
grass (and paid for it rather dearly), perhaps 
a few suggestions on this subject might prove 





of benefit to others who, ag yet, have not paid 





for their knowledge. A number of years ago, 
the cattle market was in about the same con- 
dition as at present, with stockers and feeders 
selling higher than fat cattle. Being unable 
to purchase enough feeders as desired, at sat- 
isfactory prices, and knowing of some cattle 
on full feed that could be bought upon the 
market, they were accordingly purchased and 
placed among the other feeders. In due time 
they were put on grass with a partial feed of 
corn, the intention being to finish on new corn 
in the fall, But while the feeders bought 
from the stalk fields in the spring made sat- 
isfactory gains during the summer on grass, 
which was abundant and of excellent quality, 
the steers bought in the feed lots, and which 
had been on full feed, proved to have gained 
very little in weight. Since then I have again 
purchased from the feed lot cattle that had 
been for months on full feed, and put them on 
grass, sometimes with pasture alone, and at 
other times on a partial feed of grain. But 
hereafter others can have a monopoly of this 
kind of business, for I have lost all desire, 
and my experiences have been honestly ac- 
quired and dearly paid for. When cattle are 
once placed upon full feed, there should be no 
let up, but they should be fattened to a finish 
as soon as possible. In feeding cattle on grass, 
my preference would be for those that have 
been well wintered and receiving for the last 
few months about a half feed of grain daily. 
But whether the cattle had been on half or 
full feed, or had had no grain whatever, if 
the intention was to fatten on grass, I would 
keep them in the yard until there was a full 
bite of grass to be obtained. As a rule, cat- 
tle are put on pasture too soon, either for their 
own benefit or that of the grass, but in fatten- 
ing cattle the injury is a serious matter. The 
young and tender grass is altogether too lax- 
ative, and it requires too much time and exer- 
cise to satisfy the wants of the animals. 
While it is a common belief that serious re- 
sults may follow a sudden change from dry 
yard feeding to an abundant supply of grass, 
no ill effect need result if proper precaution- 
ary measures are adopted. Before feeding 
cattle are allowed on grass, they should be 
fed and watered as usual in the morning and 
allowed to eat hay during the forenoon. In 
the afternoon they should be allowed on the 
grass for not exceeding one-half to three- 
quarters of an hour, and the grass should be 
free from external moisture, either from dew 
or rain. When returned to the yard they 
should have all the coarse fodder they can 
consume in addition to the regular allowance 
of grain. By continuing this method from ten 
days to two weeks, gradually increasing the 
time in the pasture, gain can be made con- 
tinuously in the great majority of cases. On 
the other hand, when feeding cattle are put 
on grass before there is a full bite, gain is 
not only at an end for a month or six weeks, 
but there is often a serious loss. In weighing 
my cattle regularly once a month when on 
feed, I found at one time a loss of 75 pounds 
on each steer from the previous weighing as 
the result of the first month on grass. But I 
am wiser now, and since adopting the method 
of holding in the yard till grass offered an 
abundant mouthful, instead of a loss of 75 
pounds, I have succeeded in making a gain 
of 50 pounds the first month on grass. In 
these times of small profits, when it requires 
the most persistent economy for farmers to 
make both ends meet, this ie an important 
matter; and while the cases given are ex- 
tremes, I have invariably found the best re- 
sults from keeping my feeding cattle on dry 
feed until grass was abundant and of a more 
substantial nature. When cattle are changed 
from dry feed to grass, their mouths soon in- 
dicate a tenderness that makes the dry, hard 
corn difficult of mastication. For feeding on 
grass I prefer shelled corn, soaked from one 
feed to another, and I have received the best

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results from feeding once a day, and invari- 
ably at night. Among the advantages ob- 
tained by feeding at night only, I might men- 
tion that the cattle being full of grass, the 
soaked shelled corn is consumed with more 
leisure than when the stomach is empty. Fed 
at night, the cattle soon lie down, and the 
chewing of the cud is far more effective on 
the corn when the stomach is full of grass. 
Observing the results closely, I find far less 
undigested corn in the droppings when the 
eattle are fed on full stomache in the evening 
than when they are fed on empty stomachs 
in the morning. When the hogs cannot fol- 
low the steers in the pasture, by bringing the 
cattle into the hog lot or yard in the evening 
to be fed, the larger part of the, droppings 
will be secured by the hogs and only a small 
part wasted in the pasture field. In the feed- 
ing of soaked shelled corn, a tight box resem- 
bling a wagon box should be provided and 
fitted on a wagon. In this the allowance of 
shelled corn can be placed with sufficient 
water to cover the grain and allow for the 
increase in bulk by soaking. It is then an 
easy matter to hitch a team to a wagon, 
drive to the feed lot, and shovel the corn into 
the troughs.—John Cownie, of lowa county, 
lowa, in Live-Stock Bulletin. 
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A NEW BREED OF SHEEP. 


Wool growers are awaiting with interest 
the final results the experiments which the 
Agricultural Department of the University 
of California is‘ prosecuting with the idea of 
evolving from a cross of the Merino with the 
Persian a new and distinct type of sheep. 
The males of the Merino and the females of 
Persian are used. The object is to combine 
the advantages of a large fleece of fine qual- 
ity with the ability to produce mutton of the 
best class from the same flock. The experi- 
ments so far are not sufficiently conclusive 
to permit the announcement of definite re- 
sults, but the indications are that the experi- 
ments will prove completely successful. 

If a type of sheep which will produce wool 
comparing favorably in quantity and quality 
with that of the Merino, and at the same time 
will equal the Southdown or some other mut- 
ton sheep in mutton production is produced. 
the California station will have accomplished 
one of the greatest successes in recent years 
in the improvement of domestic animals. It 
is true that this combination of wool and 
mutton is claimed for several breeds of sheep 
already in general use; but it is also true that 
when many of these breeds come to a final 
test they are lacking in one respect or the 
other. It seems difficult to get a breed of 
sheep that combines the wool producing and 
the mutton producing qualities to the highest 
degree, and consequently the final results of 
the above experiments will be awaited with 
interest by sheep breeders.

ABOUT DISSOLVING OF GLUE AND 
PREPARING SAME FOR USE. 


The ordinary and usually practiced method 
of dissolving glue, consisting in soaking glue 
for some time in cold water and heating it 
on a water-bath, has one great drawback: It 
requires considerable time. Even when 
ground glue is used, the preparation of the 
glue for cabinetmakers’ and other uses takes 
from one to three hours and more, depending 
on the size of the glue particles. Glue in 
shreds requires’ soaking for several hours, 
usually over night, to get the glue into condi- 
tion where it will readily dissolve ‘on the 
water-bath. 

A United States patent lately granted to 
Mr. Friman Kahrs, of New York, throws 
some very interesting light on the possibility 
of dissolving glue rapidly. His invention re- 
lates to improvements in processes for dis- 
solving glue and for the making of clay size, 
and its objects is to expedite the dissolving 
process and to insure the production of a glue 
solution and of clay size of improved quality, 
to do this more rapidly, with less power, and 
at a lower cost than heretofore. 

The nature of the process referred to is best 
understood by a careful study of his patent 
specification, of which we print here some in- 
teresting portions: 

A. The Dissolving of Glue.—In dissolving 
glue it is usual first to soak the glue in cold 
water, the glue taking up a certain amount of 
it and swelling to a jelly, which is then melted 
in a glue pot. When melted it is boiled in 
order to make it “fit for use,” as the popular 
notion is that the glue will not yield full 
strength without boiling. The soaking is 
deemed necessary, because experience shows 
that hard glue dissolves very slowly in hot or 
boiling water, as it forms tough, sticky lumps 
that resist reduction; but, on the other hand, 
it was found that if the glue had been steeped 
in cold water and had absorbed some of it, the 
melting of the jelly was always comparative- 
ly easy; therefore the soaking. This experi- 
ence in regard to soaking and the popular be- 
lief as to the boiling are both so strongly im- 
bued by all glue consumers that it was only 
after repeated demonstrations of the waste of 
time by soaking and the evident damage done 
by boiling that 1 found it necessary to in- 
quire into the real facts by suitable experi- 
ments in order to discover the truth, and this 
is what I found: 

1. Thirty gallons of water heated in a 
water-bath could be brought up to 210° F. 
in 25 minutes, but the same quantity of a 35 
per cent. glue solution in the shape of a stiff 
jelly required from 90 to 120 minutes for the 
same result. 

2. One pound of steam would heat 1,540 
pounds of water 1° F., but the same amount 
of steam would only heat 475 pounds of a 
mixture of water and glue (and some clay). 
It was clear then that glue and glue solutions 
were poor transmitters of heat, and that this 
caused the delay in heating. 








3. Experiments with glue jellies had shown 
that the stiffness of the jelly decreased the 
nearer the temperature rose to the congeal- 
ing point; also that if the temperature ex- 
ceeded this point by only a few degrees the 
jelly became liquid; also that nearly all glue 
solutions had a congealing point below 95° F. 

4. While using very warm glue éolutions, 
say above 160° F., it was found that hard 
glue put in such solutions became soft and 
very sticky and hard to dissolve.

HOW TO DRESS CALVES. 


Calves from three to six weeks old, and 
weighing about 100 ID or say from 80 or 120 
ID are the most desirable weight for shipment. 
The head should be cut out, so as to leave the 
hide of the head on the skin. The legs should 
be cut off at the knee joint. The entrails 
should all be removed, excepting the kidneys 
and liver, which should not be taken out. Cut 
the careass open from the neck through the 
entire length—from head to bumgut. If this 
is done they are not so apt to sour and speil 
during hot weather. Many a fine carcass has 
spoiled in hot weather because of it not being 
cut open. Don’t wash the carcass out with 
water, but wipe it out with a dry cloth. Don't 
ship until the animal heat is entirely out of 
the body, and never tie the carcass up in a 
bag, as this keeps the air from circulating and 
makes the meat more liable to become taint 
ed. Mark for shipment by fastening a ship- 
ping tag to the hind leg. Calves under 50 Ib 
should not be shipped (60 ID is minimum 
weight in the Chicago market), and are liable 
to be condemned by the health officers as be- 
ing unfit for food. Merchants, too, are liable 
to be fined, if found selling these slunks, for 
violation of the law. Very heavy calves, such 
as have been fed on buttermilk, never sell 
well in our market—they are neither veal nor 
beef.—Chicago Trade Bulletin. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


The exports of sheep from Argentina to the 
United Kingdom during nine months of the 
past year were 299,000 head, a steady in- 
crease over one and two years ago. The total 
imports of sheep to the United Kingdom were 
500,191, of which 60 per cent. 
gentina. 

The Hungarian export trade in sheep and 
swine has since the year 1894 suffered a very 
considerable diminution. The export of horses 
has, however, nearly doubled, the numbers 
having risen from 20,000 in 1894, to 39,000 in 
1896, of the value of $5,850,000. This in- 
crease has been chiefly due to the fact that 
the Balkan States, and in particular Servia 
and Greece, have been large purchasers of 
horses in Hungary; saddle horses have also 
been in demand for Italy. The export of 
swine has during the last three years dimin- 
ished by nearly 75 per cent., principally ow- 
ing to epizootic diseases which have been pre- 
valent in Hungary. The decline in the export 
value in three years is upwards of five million 
pounds, in addition to which the strong posi- 
tion formerly occupied by Hungary in regard 
to the pig trade with Austria and Germany is 
said to have been lost. The number of pigs 
exported in 1894 was 1,363,000, in 1895 it 
was 713,382 and in 1896 it further fell to 
255,868. The export of horned cattle did not 
materially alter, the figures being 245,000 in 
1894, 247,000 in 1895 and 238,000 in 1896. The 
number of sheep and goats exported, however, 
showed a considerable decline, viz., from 391,- 
000 in 1894 to 327,000 in 1895, and 260,000 in 
1896.

* The partial destruction by fire is reported 
of two tenement houses in De Tracy street, 
St. Sauveur, Que., belonging to Alfred Dom- 
brouski, a pork butcher.

O. Winkert, Kern County, Cal., is au- 
thority for the statement that the United 
States government has secured options on 
enough cattle out West to sustain an army of 
100,000 men for twelve months. No con- 
tracts have been made, but prices have been 
fixed. 

* The report of the Department of Agricul- 
ture for April 1 states that hog cholera has 
been more or less destructive, but there has 
been a smaller loss from this cause than there 
was during the previous year. ‘The total 
losses of swine have amounted only to 9.3 per 
cent., against 14.4 per the preceding 
year.

* One of the largest buyers of export cat- 
tle in Lexington, Ky., in an interview, said 
that in the event of war the business of ex- 
porting cattle would practically cease. Even 
now the insurance rates are so high that it 
does not pay to send cattle across the water. 
Kentucky’s export cattle trade amounts to 
over $3,000,000 annually. 

* Paris devours yearly 100,000 head of cat- 
tle more than are eaten in Berlin, but the 
Berliners find a market for 250,000 calves, 
while the Parisians use but 50,000; and 700,- 
000 hogs are eaten in the Prussian capital 
to 300,000 in Paris. Paris eats 1,800,000 
sheep, however, or four times as many as 
Berlin, and 20,000 horses, or five times as 
many as are used by Berlin. 

* The butterine cases which have recently 
attracted so much attention in Chicago—77 
in number—were recently called and dismiss- 
ed. It is claimed that the parties who swore 
out the warrants and the constable who served 
them did it with intent to blackmail or re- 
ceive money for the work of informers. It is 
estimated that over 1,200 grocers and 
butchers are handling butterine in Chicago. 

* The war over packinghouse products from 
Kansas City will end April 20. The Wabash 
notified Chairman Parker, of the Western 
Trunk Lines Committee that on the date 
named it would restore the rate of 184c. be- 
tween the Missouri and the Mississippi Riv- 
ers, and 23%c. to Chicago. It is expected 


that the meeting of the committee will result 
in an agreement of all the lines to retain the 
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regular rates, the local tariffs to be with- 


drawn. 


* The report of the Department of Agricul- 
ture shows that 67.63 per cent. of our entire 
exports last year consisted of agricultural 
products. In the aggregate our exports for 
1897 amounted to $1,099,000,000. Of this 
sum not less than $730,323,514 is credited to 
agricultural products. Our exports of manu- 
factured products are gradually increasing 
from year to year, but it will be some time 
yet before they catch up with our exports of 
agricultural products. 


* A big contract for feeding the Canadian 
Northwest mounted police was awarded at 
Ottawa, Canada, to Libby, McNeill & Libby, 
the Chicago canners and packers. The con- 
tract is a large one and requires the company 
to supply the meats used by this famous 
force, both in the Klondike and Northwestern 
sections of Canada. This is the first time the 
contract has been awarded to a Chicago con- 
cern, the Canadian government having here- 
tofore secured its supplies in the Canadian 
markets. 


* A dispatch from Chicago says: The hori- 
zontal reduction in packinghouse products 
from Missouri River to St. Louis and Chi- 
eago, which went into effect yesterday, 
threatens to cause a general reduction in 
rates on other important articles of freight 
from points in the West. The St. Paul road 
gave notice that it will meet the 8c. packing- 
house product rate from Missouri River 
points and 13c. 


rate to Chicago and will ap- 





ply same rate from Omaha and Sioux City 
to Chicago. Alton will make 10c. rate be- 
tween rivers and 15c. rate to Chicago, and 
apply’those rates on cattle and hogs, as well 
as packinghouse products. Wisconsin Central 
goes still further and announces a 10c. rate 
on packinghouse products from St. Paul and 
Minneapolis to Manitowoc and Chicago. This 
rate is on import business only. The Rock 
Island and Northwest have not taken any 
action. 


* The shipment of lambs to Europe from 
Wyoming ranches opens up a new market 
for the products of the transmissouri country 
and establishes a trade between the Rocky 
Mountains and England which cannot but be 
productive of profit to many classes of peo- 
ple. These lambs were bred and raised in 
Wyoming and fattened in Nebraska. They 
are said to be too fat for the American taste 
and hence their shipment to England, where 
that quality of mutton is in demand. The 
lambs are of the Hampshire breed and, be- 
ing of high grade, their great size and weight 
is the more easily accounted for. If this ex- 
port shipment is a success more are certain 
to follow. A few years ago the mere sug- 
gestion that fat lambs would be shipped from 
Wyoming ranches to London markets would 
have been ridiculed. The shipment is now 
being made, and as the trade is developed 
and brought down to hard commercial lines 
it is certain to grow and be extended to 
other markets, each year putting English sov- 
ereigns in the pockets of Western flock mas- 
ters and Western feeders.

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ILLINOIS BUTTERINE LAW IS 
DECLARED INVALID. 


Decisions in the habeas corpus cases, in- 
volving the constitutionality of the butterine 
law passed by the Legislature last year, were 
read Saturday last by Judges Hanecy, 
Brentano and Chetlain. Judges Hanecy and 
Brentano expressed the opinion that the law 
prohibiting the sale and manufacture of but- 
terine in this State is invalid. They entered 
orders releasing 48 persons who had been ar- 
rested for violations of the law. Judge Chet- 
lain maintained that the law was in accord- 
ance with the constitution, but also decreed 
that the prisoners who had sought release 
from him through habeas corpus proceedings 
should be discharged. The butterine law has 
been bitterly assailed from the time of its 
passage. Department stores, small grocers 
and butterine manufacturers declared their 
intention to test its validity. Accordingly they 
openly violated the law and willingly allowed 
themselves to be arrested. Among the men 
arrested were W. J. Hoxley, Gus Lindquist 
and C. Hawes. They immediately instituted 
habeas corpus proceedings for their release in 
the Superior and Circuit Courts. The cases 
were brought before Judges Henecy, Chet- 
lain and Brentano, and it was decided to read 
the decisions together. Although Judge Chet- 
lain’s opinion as to the validity of the law dif- 
fered from those of his fellow-judges, he 
agreed with them in ordering the discharge 
of the arrested men. Judges Brentano and 
Hanecy held that the State had no right to 
interfere with the traffic in harmless articles 
of food. They looked upon the matter as a 
conflict of private interests in which the State 
could interpose. The fact that Judge Chet- 
lain dissented from this opinion makes it im- 
possible to carry the case to a higher court.
